Many of the 
native inhabitants are extremely wealthy, 
and live in great pomp,while the Rajah main- 
tains a style of magnificence little. short of 
regal splendor. THe narrow streets of the 
city, thronged with an immense population, 
are infested by sacred animals. Of these 
the Bramin bulls form a nuisance of no small 
magnitude, more particularly to the moosaul- 
maun portion of the inhabitants, who do not 
hold them, like the Hindoos, in differential 
reverence. Allowed to thrust their devour- 
ing jaws into the baskets where grain and 
vegetables are exposed for sale in the baza- 
ars, they grow to an immense size, and ov- 
erfed and growing vicious with age, become 
extremely dangerous. The passenger who, 
blocked in some narrow entry, is obliged to 
await the pleasure of one of these petted an- 
imals before he can proceed on his way, may 
esteem himself lucky if he escape without 
personal injury. Monkeys of all sorts, par- 
rots, pigeons, peacocks, squirrels, and pariah 
dogs innumerable, are to be seen in all direc- 
tions ; white jackalls lurk in the secret places, 
and kites and vultures, perched upon the roofs, 
pillars, posts, and gateways of the houses, 
perform the part of scavengers, and clear a- 
way the offal, which is abandoned entirely to 
their jurisdiction. The servants of the East 
India company reside in an extensive distriet, 
called Jecrole, about two miles from the city, 
which, though not so beautiful as many other 
European stations, is well planted with man- 
go, tamarind, pepul, and a great variety of 
equally luxuriant trees, and watered by a mul- 
lah.

It is one of the most striking proofs that 
our pretensions to what we undertake are well 
grounded, when we extort from those who sit 
in judgment upon us a gradually increasing 
approbation. ‘This result has consecutively 
followed Mrs. Austin’s various. European pro- 
fessional engagements; it has attended her 
excursory visits to the various American 
Theatres, or (as the more familiar coloquial 
is) in starring it ; and her progressive success 
inthe Park ‘Theatre in this city has been re- 
markable.* Before giving any technical 
analysis of her vocal qualificatious, or going 
into the particulars of her biography, we shall 
enumerate, en passant, a few points which 
have probably constituted the accessories to 
her success. The persons of performers be- 
ing the object of incessant contemplation with 
ain audience, it is noi difficu’t to comprehend 
that, if these are displeasing, even the most 
exquisite and rare attainments can scarcely 
compensaie. ‘lhe person of Madame Cata- 
lini, it is well known, is very fine and impres- 
sive, and her occasional smile very attractive. 
The syinmetrical proportions of Mrs. Austin’s 
person, the easy and unstudied disposition of 
her hands and arms, and the legerete of her 
inoveinents on the stage would, of themselves, 
insure her a favourable reception as an actress. 
They constitute a pleasing object of repose 
for the eye. ‘The ear is only occasionally em- 
ployed, but theeye continuously. The ani- 
mation so manifest in the countenance, seems 
also to indicate that deference to the presence 
of the puplic, which a well bred hostess is [so 
punctilious in exhibiting to her guests. The 
absence of every thing like indifference to the 
audicnce, seems to be a most judicious trait 
in the current deportment of Mrs. Austin, on 
the boards, and should bea more generally 
governing principle.f Besides Mrs. Austin’s 
sensibility 10 the presence of the auditory, and 
the exact proportions of her person, she dress- 
es in the most tasteful manner ; there seems 
never tobe any superfluity of ornament, nor 
are her dresses remarkable for splendour,— 
far otherwise,--yet there is a quiet and agreea- 
ble efiect produced whick, as no other solu- 
tion offers itself at this moment, must be re- 
ferred to the manner of dressing, rather than 
to the dress itself. To this it may be added 
that, ustwithstanding her success in dialogue is 
diminished by an accasional indistinct enuncia- 
tion and a too hurried delivery, the inflections 
of ier speaking voice are for the most part 
correct, and her gestures are uniformly grace- 
ful. She is occasionally decply impressed 
with the meaning of her author; and her em- 
phasis, that stumbling-block to the profession, 
is on such occasions, perfect.
